Well-Known Attorney Writes Story of His Conversion 


UTSIDE of my home, my earliest religious training 
QO began when I was four or five years old, at a Metho- 
dist Sunday School. Here the children were taught the 
ysua! lessons in the Old and New Testaments, and a short 
form of Catechism. Later, as I grew older, | was placed 
i» other classes under a variety of socalled “teachers,” 
both male and female. None of them had ever had any 
special religious training to my knowledge. Everyone 
seemed to interpret the passages of the Bible as he or she 
pleased, and there was no one that could authoritatively 
state what was correct. All relied upon their private in- 
spiration and thought. It seemed to be the common idea 
that everyone was privileged to hold his or her own par- 
ticular opinion as to what any particular passage in the 
Bible meant, and yet, this same Bible was held up as the 
only infallible guide of faith. What was Faith? You 
could take as many roads with it as your own fancy per- 
mitted. Baptism was not stressed. In fact, | was not 
baptized until I was about twelve years of age, and then 
at my own solicitation. As for Confirmation, that was a 
matter 1 knew nothing about, as I never heard anything 
about such a thing in the Methodist Church. I was in- 
structed to read the Bible, and I read it through from 
sover to cover (the King James Version). I could under- 
#and the history it taught in a way, but as to the great 
Truths contained therein I absorbed but little. I had no 
guide, no teacher, no one to tell me w hat was meant or 
what was the connection of different matters. I was sup- 
posed apparently to make up my own mind on matters 
pertaining to religion. I was taught, however, that there 
was a Heaven and there was a Hell, and if I did not have 
“sith (whatever that was), | would be sure to go to Hell. 

One Sunday night, I went to a union revival meeting 
in the Methodist Church, and a Baptist preacher preached 
a sermon on the “Unpardonable Sin.’ The sermon was 
delivered in the best of Revival style. I was then twelve 
years old. This preacher made hell very realistic. In 
fact. before the sermon was half over I was convinced 
that | was on the road to Hell, and that my only hope was 
to go up at once to the Mourner’s Bench and get con- 
verted. This I did, and after the preacher and others had 
prayed at the “after meeting,” I was asked what church 
I wanted to join. Of course, I said the Methodist Church. 
I knew nothing of any other church, and the Baptist 
brother did not explain at the time that in his opinion im- 
mersion was a necessary qualification for admission to 
Heaven. There was no instruction of any kind, nor any 
particular attempt made to instruct the newly con verted. 
The articles of religion of the Methodist Church were 
contained in the back of the hymn book, and I was sup- 
posed to learn the Ten Commandments and the Apostles’ 
Creed, and to examine the articles of religion in the back 
of the hymn book. I was asked if I had ever been bap- 
tized, and replying in the negative was told that this was 
necessary before I could be received on probation as a ten- 
tative member of the Methodist Church. I then took the 
old hymn book and looked over the articles of religion as 
best I could at that age. There were references to pas- 
sages in the Bible supporting the articles. I looked all 
of these up and tried as best I could at that age to under- 
stand them. I was afterwards baptized and received into 
Methodist Church. We generally went to prayer meet- 
ing on Thursday night, where, after prayer and a talk by 
the preacher, the members were expected to get up and 
tell what the Lord had done for them, and give their tes- 
timony. We had young peoples’ meetings which were held 
in much the same manner, but nowhere was there any au- 
thoritative teaching and no one seemed sure of anything. 

| finished my school work in the high school and then | 
went to one of the large universities in a neighboring 
state. 1 attended the Methodist Church there, but due, 
I suppose, to the large number of students, the church 
seemed cold and chilly, and my attendance was infre- 
quent. and so in the Methodist parlance, I became a “back- 
slider.” 

At ene time some of my Catholic student friends took 
me with them to “The Stations of the Cross,” on a Friday 
evening in Lent, and this was my first introduction to the 
Catholic Church, and I think the first time I had ever 
entered a Catholic house of worship. I knew nothing of 
the Church or of Her doctrines or teachings, and had ab- 
Sorbed the usual misinformation common to all Protest- 
ants. I really wondered at that time if 1 was committing 
4 sin by going into such a terrible place as a Catholic 
church. I had read part of Foxe’s Book of Martyrs, and 
Raturally | had a good many misgivings, I wondered if 
the tales told were true. However, | went to this ser- 
Vice out of curiosity, but I came away greatky impressed 
by its beauty, truth and spirituality. It was different 
from any service I had ever attended, and then and there |

On Sunday, April 6th, we heard quite a sensible sermon 
delivered by Rev. Elmer Fosdick, representing the Federal 
Council of Churches. His subject was “Moral Experimenta- 
tion.” 

Speaking to the youth of the land, he urged them to “ex- 
periment upward,” and never downward, in case they were to 
rélinquish the old moral codes. 

Two days later we were amazed and, of course, terribly 
shocked when the word was spread over the country via the 
Associated Press that the New York Eastern Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church went on record as approving 
Birth Control. The Conference had adopted a report of the 
Social Service Commitee of the Organization which reads: 

“In the interest of morality and sound scientific knowl- 
edge we favor such changes of the law in the States of New 
York and Connecticut as will remove the existing restrictions 
upon the communication of physicians to their patients of 
important medical information on birth control.” 

While it is true that the Conference does not openly advo- 
cate the dissemination of literature dealing with birth con- 
trol, but would have the law permit physicians to direct their 
patients along birth control lines, the Conference is doing pre- 
cisely what the Reverend Dr. Fosdick advised against, name- 
ly, “moral experimentation” downward. 

The age in which we live needs no further catering to 
*weakness. On the contrary, it needs a great stimulus towards 
self-control, towards self-denial. No religious organization in 
the world would oppose birth control which results from self- 
control, but every Christian organization must oppose birth 
control, as it is usually understood, by its very loyalty to that 
code of morals whose spirit permeates the whole Bible. Moral 
questions cannot be settled on the basis of expediency. 

As we were about to comment on the stand of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Eastern Conference, we received a letter 
from a lawyer of note, who had been a Methodist throughout 
most of his life, in which he gaye expression to the shock he 
received when reading the press report concerning the Con- 
ference’s decision. He writes: 

“This action shows how far away the Methodist cherch 
can get from the things which the Christian Church is sup- 
posed to stand for. To my mind it shows even more; it in- 
dicates that the ultimate end of such a religious profession 
must lead to paganism. How any religious body could take 
that stand and still retain the respect of its members is more 
than T can comprehend.”

bandied about by the most distressing doubts as to 
whether this desire was one that might be gratified or 
not. Hitherto I had never been able to understand how 
an Anglican could become a Roman Catholic. This was 


Catholic Church consisted of the Church of Rome, the 
Holy Orthodox Church, and the Anglican. Clearly, if I 
was in the Church I could not “go to Rome” because 
Rome would require me to be confirmed, and I had a 
horror of committing sacrilege. Then there was the 
Pope. A great many things would need to be straightened 
out before I could see my way clear to submit to the 
claims of the Roman Catholic Church. 

I did a lot of reading but it requires a good deal more 
than that to effect conversion. That is a mere prelimin- 
ary. The worst of it was that I distrusted my own desire 
to become a Catholic. Perhaps it was better that I did 
because it made me so extremely careful. I knew I would 
interpret everything to the advantage of Rome, so I had 
to allow a very wide margin to set against this prejudice 
in favor of entering. I was a biased witness and I knew 
it. As I went over the ground of evidence collated from 
many different sources, Newman’s life as wel! as the lives 
of various other converts, apologetical works, tracts and 
everything I could lay my hands upon, the case in favor 
of Rome became more and more strong. It satisfied my 
reason completely, I could make sense of nothing else. 
But in an age that worships reason I was dissatisfied to 
offer God only that. It must satisfy other things as well, 
my submission must be an act of faith and obedience as 
well as of reason. , 

In a certain way it was rather silly of me not to see 
that faith and obedience were quite ready to act if I 
would only supply the will, for I should certainly not be 
going to all this extraordinary trouble if I had not faith, 
and as for obedience to the Roman See I had sent a short 
article to a leading Anglican periodical in which I made 
some such statement as this: “Our Lord never said an idle 
word; he warned us that we should have to give account 


for any such thing, when He said: ‘Thou art Peter and 
upon this rock I will build my Church,’ he meant it.” I 
then went on to say that if there was nothing in the Epis- 
copal Church that corresponded to this Petrine founda- 
tion I was going at once to where there was. I also went 
on to say that there was in the Episcopal Church this 
fundamental rock and that at that time it was in the Dio- 
cese of Maryland, meaning by this ingenious piece of folly 
that the Presiding Bishop was the Pope. The article was 
returned to me with a very gracious letter from one of 
the editors. 

Heresy is the mother of a fine brood of errors. In 
order to justify her existence she brings into being a 
horde of worthless lies that buzz around one’s ears just 
enough to prevent common sense from being heard and 
to form a cloud that blinds one temporarily from the 


light of Truth. How I longed for something tangible, 
something concrete after al! this abstract and speculative 
wandering in the dark! I rather envied those Franciscans 
who refused to take the Oath of Supremacy because they 
would have to preach upholding the adultery of Henry 
VIII. It was not their affair to judge whether he was 
the head of the Church of England or not, the thing for 
them to determine was whether they could condone his 
adultery; it was purely a moral question with them that 


admitted of but one answer. 

I was getting into deep water and into matters that 
were too high for me. But I could not drop everything. 
and cling to Anglicanism if there was invitation to become 
a Catholic. It was the obsession of these scrupulous fears 
that prevented me from taking any step as yet. Then I 
would drop my reading and go on with a certain amount 
of detachment from thoughts of Rome. But not entirely ; 
there was always at the bottom of my heart this abyss 
of dissatisfaction, of entire exasperation with my pre- 
sent position, a gnawing hunger for what I felt was the 


only thing on earth that could possibly satisfy one’s sense 
of the sublime realities of the supernatural, the Holy 
Catholic and Roman Church.

I then read her wo ‘ul aute 

and such other books treating of this Modern Saint 
could secure. I secured a copy of her prayer 

used it daily. Her life on earth 

so holy, so sublime, and her work in life 

so powerful and good that today, she, the unknown Car 
melite Nun of a little over thirty years ago, is the best 
known and most beloved of all modern women. She was 
indeed a wonderful Flower of God, grown in His earthly 
garden, and that garden was the Catholic Church. The 
conclusion was inevitable that as this garden was able to 
produce such a Flower, surely it was well kept and con- 
ditions were best suited for such development. That Gar- 
den must be and was the True Church. I studied on, 
guided by her prayer book and help, and I found the 
Catholic Church the Church with unity of belief, of prac- 
tise. I found holiness in the lives of those who faithfully 
made use of its divine help. I found this Church to pos- 
sess universality in time, place and teaching, with no 
discord, no breaking away from the truths taught from 
the beginning, and able to prove legitimate succession 
from the origina] teaching body, the Apostles. I became 
convinced that the Catholic Church Herself is one of the 
greatest miracles of all times. She alone has stood the 
test of time, unchanged and unchanging, always the same, 
while all other forms of government, which existed when 
She came into being, have passed away. Surely that 
Church was founded by God, and sustained and guided 
by Him. 

My search was ended, I reached the definite and clear 
conclusion, with the help of the grace of God, that the 
Catholic Church was the one true Church and that its 
supreme ruler was Christ’s Vicar on earth. I hastened 
to sever my old ties and humbly asked that I might be- 
come a member and be permitted to enjoy Her blessed 
privileges. At last, I have found the peace and happiness 
that I had long dreamt about, the promised land I longed 
for. For those who are engaged in the same search for 
truth and happiness, may I suggest that, in addition to 
the books I have mentioned, they read some or all of the 
following: “Catholic Facts,” by the Rt. Rev. John Francis 
Noll; “Christ or Chaos”; “God and Myself”, “The Hand 
of God”, “The Credentials of Christianity”, all by Martin 
J. Scott, 8. J.; “A Spiritual Aeneid”, by R. A. Knox; 
“Confessions of a Convert”, by Robert Hugh Benson; 
“Rebuilding a Lost Faith”, by Stoddard. To those Epis- 
copalians who are looking for guidance, I suggest “Salve 
Mater”, by Frederick Kinsman, who was for twenty-four 
years an Episcopalian priest and for eleven years the 
bishop of Delaware; the “Apologia”, by John Henry Car- 
dinal Newman, also “Certain Difficulties felt by Angli- 
cans in “Catholic Teaching Considered” by the same au- 
thor, and a remarkable book just published, written by 
Vernon Johnson, formerly an Anglican Minister, entitled 
“One Lord, One Faith”. Each of these works will give 
light and assistance on the way. 

I have found that every day some new joy presents 
itself, some new view gives increased happiness. I am 
only sorry that the journey took so long. My hope is that 
others may find the same road. May God grant me the 
grace of final perservance. “Sancta Teresia, ora pro 
nobis,”

Non-Catholic Cults 
— Liberty 
Of Worship In Italy 


Rome.-—- Resuletions ie the law con- 
cerning non-Catholic cults in Italy 
which have just been made public, 
confirm fuily the freedom of worship 
of members of these religions, and 
authorize the non-Catholic clergy to 
assist in public hospitala and in 
prisons. 

Non-Catholic clergymen, the regu- 
lations provide, are to be exempt from 
military service, and may provide re- 
ligious aid to non-Catholie soldiers. 
Students im non-Catholic seminaries 
and rabbinical schools may postpone 
their military service until after their 
graduation, and parents of non-Cath- 
olie pupils in the elementary schools 
are entitled to claim exemption for 
their children from religious inetric- 
tion.

Many of the early writers, such as St. 
Augustine and St. Bede, say that St. 
Mark was converted to Christianity 
after the Resurrection of Jesus, and 
that St. Mark never saw Jesus while 
He walked on this earth. Other writ- 
ers tell us he was the writer and 
translator for St. Peter. What St. 
Peter wrote and preached in Hebrew, 
St.. Mark would write out in Greek and 
Latin. Still other writers tell us that 
St. Mark wrote his Gospel at the 
earnest request of the Romans, who 
wished to remember wel! all things 
that St. Peter hdd taught them. 

St. Peter examined the work and 


and he went to the altar to offer the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass in thanks- 
giving. 

While he was at the altar, the 
heathens rushed in and forced him out 
to the street where they tied his feet 
together and dragged him about the 
streets.
